237 births were registered, an increase of 6 from previous year. 
There were 7 fewer deaths this year, 176 as against 163. The number 
of deaths occurring in infants under 1 year totalled 3 giving the 
lowest rate ever recorded in this area. There was 1 death from 
Maternal causes. There was also a slight reduction in the number of 
deaths from cancer. 137 deaths occurred in persons 65 years of age 
and over. 
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GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES IN THE AREA. 


The removal of patients from the district to the Isolation 
Hospitals of the Regional Hospital Board has worked satisfactorily 
during the year. 


SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE DISTRICT ~ WATER SUPPLIES. 


4,685 houses out of a total of 5,427 are supplied with piped 
Wwatere The water of the two main reservoirs is chlorinated. 


On the Cookhill section of the northern area, 103 houses now 
have a main supply. The main scheme for this area will begin in 
1956 which when completed will furnish nearly 700 houses with 
piped water. 


Monthly samples from the mains supply - 105 in all, show 
uniformly satisfactory results, but samples of well water = 39 in 
all, were of a low standard, There is no plumbo solvency in the 
aqistriet. The following table shows the supply to local villages:-

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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The provision of the sewer and sewage disposal 
works at Cleeve Prior has been completed. The combined 
Honeybournes Sewerage Scheme is nearly completed and a 
start made on the connections to it. 


HOUSING. 


During the postewar period up to the end of 
1955, a total of 605 houses have been erected by the 
Council. During 1955, 39 council houses were 
completed and a further 50 houses were in course of 
construction at the end of the year. Houses erected 
by private enterprise during the year numbered 42,

There are three licensed slaughter=houses in the 
areae They are maintained in a Satisfactory state. 


The amounts of food found to be unfit for human 
use and condemned will be found in the attached 
Sanitary Report. 


There are 58 premises registered for the sale 
of ice cream, all of which are maintained in a 
satisfactory condition, 76 visits were paid in 
connection with supervision of food storage premises,

The great majority affected by Measles were school=children 
in the 5 = 9 age group. There were no deaths from this disease, 


ACUTE POLIOMYELITIS. 


No cases reported during the year. 
FOOD POISONING. 


5 cases of Food Poisoning were notified. 1 death occurred, 
The source of infection could not be traced. An inquest was held. 
The germ was indentified as Salmonella Var Derby. The other 
cases notified were infected with Salmonella Typhi-muriun, 
Examination of suspected foods yielded negative results. 


DIPHTHERIA IMMUNISATION. 


During the year 218 children, as against 201 in 1954, were 
immunised; 199 in the 0 = 4 group and 19 in the 5 ~ 14 age group. 
The number immunised by medical practitioners are included. The 
majority of children immunised are done in their first year. In 
the period 1940 = 1955, 3,344 children have been protected. 192 
children were given booster doses during the year. These 
figures include injections given by Medical Practitioners. 


VACCINATION. 


About 34% of the child population under 1 year have been 
vaccinated against smallpox, a low figure which is unsatisfactory. 


SCHOOL CLOSURE. 
No schools were closed during the year. 
TUBERCULOSIS.

The Mass Radiography Unit visited Evesham and District 
in July and from a total of 202 persons photographed, 1 
active case of Tuberculosis was discovered. The main centre 
in the Borough of Evesham photographed 1,189 persons, a 
number of whom must have been rural residents. No cases 
were reported from this source. Another visit will be paid 
in September, 1956. 


In general the public health is satisfactory, The 
appointment of an additional Sanitary Inspector has been 
of much assistance in maintaining hygienic standards. 

I wish to express my thanks to the Chief Sanitary 
Inspector and his Staff for their skilled assistance during 
the year.
